Albuquerque, N. M.,

lo.— 
Colonel Roosevelt paid his respects 
by name to Senator Lorimer of Illi­ 
nois and ex-Gwernor Haskell of Ok- 
laoma, Wednesday 
night. 
He 
de­ 
nounced both as “unfit to hold pub­ 
lic office.” Their election,, he said, 


was a disgrace to the communities 
which elected them. 
The denunciation was made in the 
course of Colonel Roosevelt’s address 
to an ai/dience which crowded the 
opera house and left hundreds stand­ 
ing outride. In opening his talk, the 
colonel declared that in its failure to 
grant .New Mexico statehood during 
the .test regular sessten of congress, 
the national government had com­ 
mitted a breach of faith. Arizona, he 
said might have offered ground for 
question, although he favored its ad­ 
mission, but with New Mexico there 
was no question. 
Turning to the duties which the 
citizens of New Mexico must take up 
when che territory becomes a state, 
Colonel Roosevelt warned his hear­ 
ers that while good laws are neces­ 
sary, good, citizenship must back them 
up. He said that unfit men had been 
elected to office both by popular and 
presell tali ve vote. Such a man re­ 
mained unfit 
for 
office, 
he 
said, 
“whether he is unfit, as Mr. Lorimer 
is unfit, who was elected by the leg­ 
islature of Illinois, or as Mr. Hask­ 
ell is unfit, who wag elected by pop­ 
ular vote.” 


Recommends Laws. 
The colonel recommended a drastic 
corrupt practices law tor New Mex­ 
ico when it become** a state. He al­ 
so declared for direct election of 
United States senators. In this con­ 
nection, he said New York offered 
an object lesson. 
‘'With direct, elections, somebody 
would have been elected senator from 
that state,” he concluded. 
Colonel Roosevelt’s stay in Albu­ 
querque justice toward corporations 
must characterize all dealings . with 
combinations of capital and after an 
explanation of his views on this sub­ 
ject devoted the rest of a long ad­ 
dress to a plea for good citizenship. 
The Roosevelt; family became re­ 
united Wednesday nigfht. Mrs. Roose­ 
velt and her daughter, Ethel, joining 
the ex-president here. 
Colonel Roosevelt’s stay in Albu- 
qurque was limited to the evening 
hours. His special car .was attached 
to the regular train for Grand Can­ 
yon, which passed through Albuquer­ 
que after midnight. Mrs. Roosevelt 
and her daughter continuing the jour­ 
ney with the party. 
iWUliams, Ariz., will be the first 
regular stop Thursday. Archie Roose­ 
velt, who Is attending school at Mesa, 
Ariz., will join the Roosevelt party 
Thursday. 
Haskell’s Ready Retort. 
“J have always observed the Mar­ 
quis of Queensberry rules, and never 
hit a man when he Is down.
